Tthed been conteaded that part 
of the Government’s road policy 
was extravagant anid unnecessary 
at tho-present time, He thought 
that view was a mistaken one. The 
runt policy—that portion of the 
road policy which was taking shape 
in the making of roads in the hill 
district and eventually extending

THE, STAMP DUTY. DEBATE. 


Yesterday's dehate at-the Legislative Couneil meeling 
on the proposed revision of the Stamp + Duties did hot 
produce the battle of words that. was expected. The 
Government had given consideration to numerous objections 
that had been raised by various interests and Was ina more 
or less open frame of mind. Several concessions were made 
in regard to some of the sugvested taxes, whilst others 
were abandoned, Others still were deft over for further 
consideration, ALP the. way through. the Government 
appeared willing to meet objections where it could De 
reasonably shown that the: duties were likely to work with 
any measure of harshness on those allected. As to how far 
the concessions may meet the protests raised outside the 
“Council Chamber, we do not know, for. after all, the matter 
is largely one upon which the several interests concerned 
are alone able: lo speak with’ any degree of certainty dr 
finality. [t does seem, however, as though the Government 
proposals will, in the main. be carried into effect. 

We were glad to notice that the Attorney General took 
oveasion to criticise the louse use of the term Free Trade 
in relation to the effect of the revised duties, His inter- 
pretation of the phrase was far more correct. than that of 
those who had -been declaring that the new imMpositions 
would interfere with the Free Trade of the Colony, thus 
creating a wrong impression ‘outside that the new Bill 
would interfere with the policy of an ypen port. Nothing 
in the Ordinance can have sucli an effect. aud the Atlorney 
General did well to emphasise that point. The trouble has 
been.caused by those who lave confused FRee Trade with 
freedom of trade-—and there is a hig difierence hetween the 
two, The principal divergence between the Government 
and (he critics of thé Bill relates to. the methods. to 
be cnipluved to raise needed revenue. ‘There are many. 
including the Chamber of Conmerce, whe think Unit inuch 
uf our expenditure on public works should he met by the 
raising of ‘short-term loans, but -the Government is 
opposed — to the introduction of that principle. — The 

. Officer Administering the Goverument spoke at great 
length on this question and poured a deal of ridicule on 
the idea of meeting expenditure by this means. There 
was a lime, he said, when he himself was attracted by the 
apparent merits of loans-for such purposes, but he added 
that close investigation of the matter iad changed his 
opinions. ‘The inference, of course, is that those who urge 
short-term loans for publie works have not given the matter 
serious thought; but we do not think the matter can be 
disposed of as lightly as that. We cannot bring ourselves 
to believe that the leading business men of the Colony: as 
represented by the uflicials and members of the Chamber of 
Commerce, would advocate, loans unless they were convinced 
that the principle was a sound one. Surely it is not 
claimed that the Government, has a monopoly of business 
acunien. é 

My. Severn was, in his speech, at great pains to show 
that practically none of our public works are revenue-pro- 
ducing; hence there would be no return to pay interest on 
the loan or to provide a sinking fund. But 1s that really so? 
One of the chief Government arguments in favour of exten- 
sive programmes of road-building has been that residential 
areas are thus opened np. New houses surely produce 
revenue, first by the sale of -Jand and later ‘by 

‘the collection of taxes. Even costly Government 
quarters produce some revenue through the payment 
of rental and, in certain cases, taxes, though the amount 
be markedly small in comparison with what non-Government 

‘people pay. The whole’ question, of course, boils down to 

whether or-not present-day expenditure is normal or such 
as posterity should help.to meet. ‘The Government thinks 
it ordinary disbursement, dictated by the growth of the 
Colony, Others are of opinion that future enerations 
ought to share the expense of the record sums eing spent. 
on Pabiic Works Extraordinary. One thing is certain— 
the bill has.to be paid.

NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Coal Profits. Sy 


Notably instructive are the 
figures presonted to the House of 
Commons by the Parlismentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labour in rolation to mining 
finance. In 1913 wages amounted 
to £90,000,000 ‘and profits to 
£21,000,000. Last year wages 
totalled £264,750,000 while profits 
wore £27,000;000. Of course, 
Government control, with a fixed 
rato of profit, prevailed during 
tho latterperiod. Tho inferences 
offored by the figures are 
tolorably ‘plain. Comparative 
figures of output for the respective 
perioda aro: not at hand. At an 
advanced stage of tho twelva- 
month production was markedly 
in arroar as compared with the 


‘pro-war figure but, stimulated by 


the increase of pay according to 
quantity raised, output rose tapid- 
ly in the conchiding months of tho 
year. Tho Ministary of Labour 
figutes just quoted show that 
the minors took nearly 200 per 
cent, more of the revenues than 
in 1913, while the owners took 
about 28 per cent. more. Since 
Hien, however, largo additional 
sums of capital have been sunk 
in the mines. At tho time of the 
big strike in 1912, it was un- 
officially estimated that the net 
profits of the ownora,; taken all 
ovor the country, averaged 9 por. 
cent, This may sound an 
excessive rate for the loan of 
capital. On this score it should 
be remembered that sinking one's 
money in mines is not the same 
thing as putting it into, say, 
Government stock. Thero is -the 
further fact that the over-all 
avorage of 9 per cent, was helped 
greatly — by the prosperous 
collieries, such as those in the 
South Wales coalfields + many 
owners must have been operating 
on & narrow margin. of. profit. 
To-day many -of tho large con- 
cerns are working on a slonder 
margin. With the wages-bill 
absorbing noarly treble the pre- 
war amount, while the sum 
going to the owners probably 
shows a smaller ‘return in 
relation to the amount -invested 
than it did in 1913, it is reason- 
ably manifest that during the 
period under review Capital was 
not depriving Labour of its fair 
share. 


Japan’s “Prince of Wales,” 


As the Japanese Crown Prince 
has proceeded on his Journey, and, 
presumably, receded from possi- 
blo danger, the inhabitants at the 
perts of call have seen moro of 
the Heir-Apparent to the Throne 
of the eastern Empire. His Im- 
perial Highness did not officially 
land here, nor at Singapore; buta 
brief visi¢ ashore was paid when 
the Katori reached Colombo, and 
a somewhat longer one at Port 
Said... Now that the Imperial 
voyager is in Kuropean waters, 
there is evidently a Sreater sonse 
of immunity, and Malta has been 
en fel. Ina fow days more the 
the Crown Prince will sight the 
coast of England, and the citizens 
at Home will doubtloss greet 
their unique guest with typical 
British ‘cordiality, both because 
Japan is our ally and because of 
of tho dramatic interest that has 
gathered around the heir to the 
Japanese Crown. — It would 
indeed have byon a. thousand 
pities if any mishap had occurred 
to the young Prince who’ ie 
setting a memorable precedent, 
Probably the youthful traveller 
has felt the landing restrictions 
imposed by prudence as severely 
as anybody. On his arrival in 
the Old Country the Japanese 
“Prince of Wales” will - be 
welcomed by our own “ Crown 
Princo,” himself lately a globe- 
trotter, and the mecting of such 
young ‘sports ” as ihe two Heirs- 
Apparent is likoly to bo.a fource 
of mutual pleasure.
